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Boyne City 
man dies in 
auto accident 


An auto accident took the 
life of a local man late last 
weck. Gary Lee Groh, 41, of 
Boyne City, died on July 13 
in a single-car accident that 
took place on Lower Lake 
Street, about 250 feet north of 
North Lake Street. 

According to Boyne City 
Police officer Jeffrey Gettel, 
the accident occured at 12:42 
p.m., when Groh’s 1989 Ford 
Tempo left the roadway and 
struck a large tree head-on. 

Groh, who was alone in 
-the car, was trapped in the 
vehicle, which caught fire af- 
ter the impact. The fire was 
extinguished by some uniden- 
tified Good Samaritans, and 
the victim was not harmed by 
the fire, according to Gettel. 

The Boyne City Fire De- 
partment removed Groh from 
the vehicle using the “Jaws of 
Life.” He was then trans- 
ported by Boyne City Ambu- 
lance to Northern Michigari 
Hospital, where he was pro- 
nounced dead, 

According to Gettel, eye- 
witnesses observed Groh’s 
vehicle near Glen’s Market on 
North Lake Street driving 
slowly and erratically, travel- 
ing northbound until reaching 
the Lower Lake Street inter- 
section, where the vehicle 
drove over the curb, acceler- 

ated rapidly thorugh a small 
park, and crashed into the tree. 
The accident is still under 
investigation.

Boyne school board has new president 


At last week’s regular meeting of 
the Boyne City Board of Education, 
the board elected officers for 2001- 
02, with Ed Vondra installed as the 
new board president. 

Vondra, who was elected to the 
board in June of 2000, will take over 
for Marty Moody, who served as 
board president for 2000-01. Though 
Moody made no statement at the 
meeting, he later said that he’d made 
it known to the board ahead of time 
that he had no interest in continuing 
as president. 

“T spent two years as vice presi- 
dent, a year as president,” he said. 
“It’s time to do other things.” 


Moody will still remain active on 
the board, and hopes to focus more 
on his work with the marketing com- 
mittee. Moody is also a member of 
the curriculum and programs commil- 
tee, as well as the building trades and 
academic honors sub-committees. 

Vondra, for his part, is cautiously 
looking forward to the challenges and 
possibilities of the upcoming year. 
Healing, he said. is the number one 
Priority, in the sense of unifying the 
community.

City commission to 
take a look at issue 
of dogs in the parks 


Though the Fourth of July festi- 
val in Boyne City was a success all 
around, the presence of dogs, despite 
an ordinance prohibiting dogs in city 
parks during festivals and special 
events, was a subject of concern. 

At last week’s meeting of the 
Boyne City City Commission, local 
citizen Shirley Etcher queried com- 
missioners.as to why the city has an 
ordinance if it’s not going to be en- 
forced. 

According to police chief Randy 
Howard, though, the ordinance is en- 
forced; however, the sheer number of 
folks in the park in contrast to the 
number of officers available made it 
impossible to warn or ticket everyone 
with animals in the park. 

“You have 8-10,000 people in 
town for the Fourth,” said Howard. 
“It's difficult to try to catch every per- 
son with every dog.” 

The police department, he said, 


‘handled more than 80 complaints on 
the Fourth of July, in contrast to the 


normal 110-120 per week. ‘That tells 


{ - you how busy it was,” he said. - 


The confusion, it seems, may be 


. inthé wording of the ordinance. Said 
city manager Eric Strahl, “we talked . 
about the way the. ordinance ‘is 


worded, whether it refers just she 
holiday {or includes events thai wake 


-placé) when we have a couple days 


on either side of the holiday.” 
. Some people, added Howard, 


. thought they were in compliance with. - 
~ the law because they had their dégs’ 


on aleash. The issue is further com- 


|. plicated by the fact that. many-boat- 


ers bring dogs with them as they come 
into the city marina area. 

According to harbor master Tim 
O’ Leary, confusion between the ma- 
rina and parks needs to be clarified 
as well. Adding to the confusion is 
the fact that many of those involved 
with arts and crafts fairs, common at 
area festivals and events, have dogs 
with them, requiring a special permit 
from the city manager. 

“That ordinance allows the city 
manager to make an exception,” 
Howard said. “If Eric makes an ex- 
ception, which he has a right to do, 
and I just-get done writing a ticket, 
what [is that person] going to think?” 

Said city clerk Suc Hobbs at the 
meeting, the ordinance, which was 
first discussed by the commission in 
July of 1996 and went into effect in 
October of 1996, was enacted with the 


intention of covering all activities as- ° 


sociated with any holiday, including 
those that take place on days other 
than the holiday itself. 


- While the ordinance was intended . 


to prevent the presence of messes as- 
sociated with dogs in the park at busy 
times, as well as the potential of fights 


between dogs, Howard said that he 


received no complaints regarding 


messes or fights in the’ park over.the 


holiday.

Communication, perhaps now 
more than any other time in the past.

“We want to develop the trust,” 
said Vondra. 


[Taking about tt is one thing, but 
taking the steps to get there is more 
important. The board, he said, needs 
to just “do it, and not talk about it too 
much.” 

The school board will soon attend 
its annual retreat, where it will review 
accomplishments and set goals. 

Other officers elected at last 
week’s meeting include Cathy Allen, 
vice president, Ken Schrader, secre- 
tary; and Jim Stackus, treasurer.

BETWEEN THE LINES 


A remarkable 
story of survival 
and family ties 


By ANGELA SHULTIS 


Most of us have had our heartstrings tugged by the 
story of the young boy in Florida who had his arm bitten 
off in a recent shark attack. I, like many others, have 
found myself checking the news for updates on his con- 
dition, while ignoring news that could actually affect my 
life, ike what’s up with the arms race or oil prices. 

Being a parent, I suppose, the story makes us hope on 
a personal level for the child’s recovery, in that we can 
sympathize with what his folks must be going through. 
Also, the fact that he could survive, and recover, after 
such a horrendous incident confirms the notion that the 
human spirit can overcome even the most gruesome of 
physical circumstances. 

Speaking of human spirit, though, there’s another as- 
pect of this story that continues to fascinate me. 

In the brief accounts I’ve read regarding the actual 
incident itself, it appears that while others were perform- 
ing life-saving CPR on the boy until emergency person- 
nel arrived, the boy’s uncle, apparently a strapping fel- 
low, actually went into the water and wrestled the shark, 
also a strapping fellow, to shore, where a quick-thinking 
ranger shot and killed the animal. The men then pried the 
shark’s jaws open, and a volunteer firefighter on the scene 
used some type of forceps to fish out the boys arm, later 
reattached by surgeons. 

The ranger and the firefighter, for sure, acted hero- 
ically, but it’s the uncle I keep thinking about. I try to 
imagine how a man, however strong, could actually dive 
into the water, grab onto a live, alert, and probably very 
agitated seven-foot bull shark, and have enough leverage 
and presence of mind to pull it onto shore. How a man, 
however brave, could overcome the self-preserving fear 
of suffering a maiming and the potential Joss of his own 
life, in order to help save the arm of his nephew, as well 
as perhaps the lives of other kids still in the water. 

I realize adrenaline probably played a very large part 
inthis scenario. ] always imagine, though, that my adrena- 
line-pumped mind would be focused on the boy himself 
rather than the shark or the arm it was intent on devour- 
ing. I wonder, then, what made this man risk his own 
life, in the most literal and immediate sense, to help put 
his nephew back in one piece. 

I'm sure I'll never really know the answer to that, but I 
think it’s a fine example of how we logical, rational, and 
sometimes lazy humans, in them dire circumstances. 
are able to revert to our animal instincts. While many sup- 
pose that it’s our ability to think and create that keeps hu- 
mans moving forward, I think that without that basic al- 
truistic instinct, we wouldn’t have lasted very long at alf. 

In the bigger picture, the incident, which has been com- 
pounded by the fact that another person was recently bit- 
ten by a shark in the vicinity of the attack on the boy, 
should bring our attention to just what it is we're doing to 
force sharks into places they wouldn't normally go in 
search of food. But, as an isolated incident, it’s an amaz- 
ing story of just what survival, and family ties, are all 
about.

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Boyne City girls fall victim to effects of toxic mushrooms 


What seemed like a harmless, cok 
orful mushroom turned out to be a 
dangerous, toxic fungus for two 
young girls from Boyne City. | 

The mushroom known as Amanita 
Muscaria has an orange cap with 


- white dots or spots. To a child, “It 


looks like it came out of the ‘Alice in 
Wonderland’ book,” said Franny 
Bluhm, an East Jordan resident who 
works as a naturalist at the Grass 
River Natural Area near Bellaire. 
The effects on the human body 
after eating this “pretty” mushroom 


can be far from a fairy tale, however, 
a 


as the two girls found out. 

On Saturday afternoon, July 7, 
during lunch, a healthy three-year-old 
girl all of a sudden began acting like 
she was intoxicated, according to her 
guardian. The little girl was stagger- 
ing and acting unusual. 

She then became unconscious and 
began having seizure-like symptoms. 
The family called 911 and the child 
was taken by Boyne City Ambulance 
to Charlevoix Area Hospital for 
evaluation and treatment. 

The Emergency Department at- 
tending physician called in Dr. Rod 
Tinney, a pediatrician from 
Charlevoix, and ordered blood tests, 
a C-T scan and a spinal tap to diag- 
nose her ailment. 

All the test results came back 
negative, or normal. The family said 
that the child did not have access to 
any medications and that all other 
family members were well, said 
Tinney. 

“She wasn’t responding to us, and 
she lost consciousness,” Tinney said. 

While evaluating the three-year- 
old, physicians at Charlevoix Area 
Hospital were notified by Boyne City 
Ambulance that they were transport- 
ing a five-year-old girl from the same 
family who had fallen ill with simi- 
lar symptoms to Northern Michigan 
Hospital. The family requested that 
she be redirected to Charlevoix Area 
Hospital, because the staff was al- 
ready treating the other little girl. 

“At that time there were increas- 
ing concerns of some toxic substance 
in the home that the children were 
exposed to,” Tinney said. 

Suspecting that the child had in- 
gested a toxic substance, Tinney con- 
tacted a pediatric neurologist in 
Traverse City. 

The local fire and rescue crews 
went to the home to investigate for 
any potential danger, and toxicology

screening was ordered on all the chil- 
dren. 

No apparent problems were iden- 
tified in the home. Later, other chil- 
dren in the home admitted that the ilf 
children had been eating a mushroom 


“they found in the yard, Tinney said. 


A partially eaten mushroom was 
found and brought to the hospital. 

“We'd been treating what we saw, 
which was seizure-like activity,” 
Tinney said. “Once we knew there 


was support for something more toxic- 


in nature, we started treating her dif- 
ferently.” 

Tinney called poison control in 
Grand Rapids, and they emphasized 
that an accurate identification of the 
mushroom would be critical to best 
determine a proper prognosis and 
treatment of the two sick girls. 

“No one in the emergency depart- 
ment felt comfortable identifying a 
mushroom out of the many different 
types,” Tinney said.

tension offices, as well as other com- 
mon sources of help for identifying a 
species were closed. Tinney called a 
toxicologist in Marquette, who con- 
firmed that the mushroom would need 
to be properly identified before the 
proper treatment could be adminis- 
tered. 

That’s when Tinney called his 
friends, Ken and Franny Bluhm of 
East Jordan, for their expertise on the 
subject of mushrooms. The Bluhms 
agreed to drive to the hospital imme- 
diately. 

Ken has a background in ecology, 
and has grown varieties of mush- 
rooms. Franny leads educational ses- 
sions on mushrooms at the Grass 
Lake Natural Area. ~ 

“We left with an armload of 
books,” Ken Bluhm said. 

Franny said she suspected the 
mushroom to be of the Amanita 
Muscaria variety even before she saw 
it, because it could be attractive’ to 
children. 

“It can cause hallucinations and 
produces coma,” Franny Bluhm said.

Once the Bluhms saw the partially 
eaten mushroom and positively iden- 
tified it as Amanita Muscaria, a very 
toxic but rarely fatal mushroom, hos- 
pital staff pumped the girls’ stomachs 
and administered charcoal to help 
slow the absorption of toxins in their 
bodies, Tinney said. They were ad- 
ministered intravenous fluids and 
kept under observation. 

“There wasn’t a specific anti- 
dote,” Tinney said. “But we knew 
we could treat them locally and not 
transport them to another facility.” 

“J thought it was just kind of neat 
that we were involving other people 
in the community,” Tinney said of the 
Bluhms and their willingness to help. 

By Saturday evening both girls 
were conscious and the muscle

spasms had subsided, said Tinney. 

“We kept them overnight in ICU 
just to keep an eye on them.” 

On Sunday the girls were feeling 
normal, but weak. They were dis- 
charged from the hospital later that 
day. . 
Following the brush with a toxic 
mushroom, the Bluhms, Tinney and 
the staff at Charlevoix Area Hospital 
are warning parents to educate their 
children to the dangers of eating any- 
thing they find outdoors. They also 
wish to remind people to use common 
sense before eating a mushroom they 
cannot positively identify as an ed- 
ible species. 

Several varieties of toxic mush- 
rooms grow in Michigan that have 
serious side affects, even mortality 
associated with ingestion, said Franny 
Bluhm. 

Some of the more toxic species of 
mushrooms don’t present any ill 
health effects for several days, and by 
then it can be too late for medical 
treatments to work, she said. By the 
time some symptoms do appear, se- 
vere liver and kidney damage can oc- 
cur, with a 50 percent mortality rate 
expected. Early treatment can signifi- 


cantly increase the likelihood of sur- 
vival, she said. 

“The false morel mushroom, 
which. grows right along side the cov- 
eted more] mushroom, is very toxic 
and even deadly,” Franny Bluhm said. 
“It has a 15 percent mortality rate, due 
to renal failure within five to seven 
days.” 

If you or anyone you know has 
eaten a mushroom that you suspect is 
toxic, seek immediate medical atten- 
tion. Call a poison control center or a 
physician quickly. 

Classes on properly identifying 
wild mushrooms are available 
throughout Northern Michigan, and 
Bluhm leads identification classes at 
Grass River Natural Area. 

The Bluhms donated to the hospi- 
tal a large poster that identifies all the 
toxic mushrooms found in Northern 
Michigan with their symptoms, treat- 
ments and prognoses listed. 

Ken Bluhm has grown Reichi, 
Shitake, oyster and common button 
mushrooms. While many people en- 
joy eating mushrooms, “without be- 
ing educated on what you’re eating, 
you shouldn’t be nibbling on them,” 
Bluhm said.

honors pastors 

for 75 years 

combined service

If there’s one thing East Jordan’s 
Evangelical Lutheran Church has a Jot 
of, it’s pastors named Bob. 

There’s the current pastor, Bob 
Carter, for one. Then there’s Pastor 
Bob Hebron, who, though retired, is 
a member of the congregation and still 
keeps his hand in ministerial matters 
when the need arises. And soon, said 
Carter, yet another retired Pastor Bob 
will be counted among the congrega- 
tion. 

It’s the first two Bobs, though, 
who are receiving a bit of special at- 
tention from their flock at the mo- 
ment. On Sunday, church members 
honored Pastors Carter and Hebron 
for their 75 years combined service 


‘to the Lutheran Church, at a time 


when the men are celebrating their 
25th and 50th anniversaries of ordi- 
nation, respectively. A cake and ice 
cream social was enjoyed by all on 
Sunday afternoon, with visits and 
well-wishes from friends old and new. 

For the two rather modest pastors, 
though, their years of service are all 
just a matter of course, the blessing 
of a lifetime of commitment to faith. 

Pastor Hebron, who retired from 
the East Jordan parish in 1992 after 
more than ten years of service, was 
ordained in Detroit on July 29, 1951, 
after graduating from seminary in 
Columbus, Ohio and less than a year 
after marrying wife Mary Virginia 
(“we call her Mary V,” he said). 

His “first call” took him to 
Howell, Mich., where he served for 
10 and a half years. He returned to 
Detroit after that, with his wife and 
three children, spending 20 years 
there at the same church. In 1981 he 
interviewed for the position in East 
Jordan. and was offered the job just 
before Christmas of that year. In 
January 1982, he and his family ar- 
rived in East Jordan, welcomed by a 
warm congregation and lots and lots 
of snow. “It started [snowing] around 
New Year's Eve and just kept on 
snowing,” laughed Hebron. “It 
snowed on Easter Sunday.” 

Pastor Carter, for his part, traveled 
a different road to becoming a pastor, 
having started out his professional life 
with a degree in biology, working as 
a pharmaceutical sales representative. 
After spending one year in graduate 
school at Miami of Ohio studying 
medical physiology, Carter then de- 
cided to go to seminary. 

After spending his internship at a 
church in Baltimore, Md. with acon- 
gregation of 1,500 people, Carter’s 
first call found him moving along 
with his wife, Susan, to the wheat 
tields of Athol, Kent., ata church with 
a congregation of 195. A little over 
six years later, Carter left for Ohio 
again, where he spent !4 years at St. 
John Lutheran in Hopewell Town- 
ship. Finally, in September of 1996, 
Carter and his family arrived in East 
Jordan, where he has been pastor ever 
since. 

Though Carter is most certainly 
the pastor at Evangelical Lutheran, 
Hebron is a welcome help in times of 
need. For instance, when Carter re-

cently underwent a quintuple bypass 
heart surgery, Hebron gladly stepped 
in to help out while the pastor recov- 
ered, something Carter is grateful for. 
“Bob has been a good partner in the 
ministry,” said Carter. “I appreciate 
the support both he and his wife have 
given me and my family.” 

Sometimes, said the two, having 
too many pastors in the church can 
be like too many chefs in the kitchen, 
as the old saying goes. Not so for 
them, though. “It isn’t that way here,” 
said Carter, “mainly because [Pastor 
Hebron] makes it that way.” 

Hebron’s secret? “I keep my big 
mouth shut,” he said with a laugh. In 
all seriousness, though, Hebron said, 
after he retired, he made it clear to 
the congregation that he was no 
longer the pastor. “If you want me to 
do something,” he told folks, “ask the 
pastor first, then ask me.” 

Being asked, however, doesn’t al- 
ways mean he’ll say yes. “I’m will- 
ing to help,” Hebron said, “‘but I re- 
serve the right to use that two-letter 


- word, n-o.” Travel and family are two 
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things that Hebron and his wife put at 
the top of their list, and, after all, he is 
retired. 

Sul, being a pastor appears to just 
be part of who Hebron is. This Au- 
gust, he will do a wedding in order 
for Carter to be free in case he needs 
to go visit his daughter, who is expect- 
ing the Carter’s latest grandchild 
around the same time. 

A pastor’s work, as most church- 
goers know, is never done. During the 
time that the three of us sat down to- 
gether for this interview, Pastor Carter 
was called away on a moment's no- 
lice to have prayer with a family who 
had lost a loved one the night before. 
During our conversations, the two 
pastors caught up on wedding sched- 
ules for the upcoming month, and oc- 
casionally, someone would peek in the 
door, with a message from a church 
member who had matters the pastor 
needed to attend to. 

As the church continues to grow 
onward and upward, it looks as though 
having an extra pastor around might 
be useful. Over the last few years, said 
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pastor Bob Carter, left, and retired pastor Bob Hebron 


Carter, the church's outreach 1s grow- 
ing, as is their membership and Sun- 
day School program. The church con- 
tinues deep involvement in the Care 
and Share community food pantry. 

Evangelical Lutheran is also tak- 
ing a deeper look at the church’s 
prayer life, both as individuals and as 
a congregation, with a new commit- 
tee called Faith Practices. Steward- 
ship is a major focus at the moment 
as well; particularly. said Carter, in 
getting people to think of stewardship 
as more than just money. For ex- 
ample, the church gets out two to 
three umes a summer to clean up a 
two-mile stretch of M-66. “We do 
that as a witness to the community,” 
Carter said. “We enjoy doing that not 
only for ecology but also to say “hey, 
we like East Jordan, we like being part 
of this community.” 

And, it seems, most folks like hav- 
ing Carter and Hebron as part of their 
church community. Considering the 
wisdom that may come from 75 years 
of church service, who could blame 
them?

nance may not be right. If [owners] don’t clean up after dogs, they 
should be ticketed for that... If that’s the issue, maybe we should 
address that.” ; : 

“The problem I have is that [having dogs in the park] is acceptable 
for some people and not for others,” said commissioner Chuck Vondra. 
“Tt has to be all or none. I don’t know how you can justify for one and 
not the other.” ‘ ee 

According to Mayor Eleanor Stackus, the original ordinance was 
“tossed back and forth for a long time,” after problems of messes and 
a couple of incidents of dogs fighting. “We did talk about no dogs at 
any: park [at that time],” said Stackus. 

After some discussion, the commission decided to refer the matter 
back to city staff for more information, with the intent to either change 
or clarify thé ordinance in order to be more effective. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, Strahl reported that in regard to the open 


ambulance director position, the city is currently checking the refer- - 


ences of three candidates, and will soon sit down with members of the 
ambulance department to discuss the next step. 

The commission approved a request from Leslie Pritchard to use a 
location at the airport to occasionally launch and land hot air balloons. 
Pritchard’s written request had already been approved within a desig- 
nated area by the Airport Advisory Board. The commission stipulated 
that the approval will be reevaluated annually. 

The commission also approved a Payment In Lieu Of Taxes 
(PILOT) request from the Brooks-Dietze Development Corporation 
for a low-income housing development to be built on Court Street near 
Boyne City Road.

The PILOT program allows developers to pay a percentage of rent 
collected in lieu of regular city taxes. The program is intended to help 
subsidize the development of lower-income properties where federal 
funds are no longer available. : 

The commission approved a rate of three percent for the develop- 
ment.

For more than 50 years, the Walloon Lake Art Club 
has met in the summer, creating a place for members 
to dedicate a little time and energy to the art that they 
love.
